This unlisted world coin sample is the same as NGC-Gd1-4-1 (catalog 
value $80) except for the serial number. The label reads 1963 but the coin 
is a 1964. When the label and coin do not agree, how should we list them? 
We collect slabs more than coins, so I usually go with the label.

Currency collectors look for changeover 
pairs — notes with sequential serial 
numbers from different series. Here we 
have a similar situation with early state 
quarter samples, with these sequential 
slabs showing the different face up and 
face down varieties. 005684-037 is the 


plate coin in Sample Slabs.

Although the labeling is similar to Treasure 
Trivia slabs, these are labeled as standard 
samples. Someone had the foresight to keep all 
three together. I collect matching number 
NGC samples and considered starting to save 
sequential numbers as well. I can’t collect 
everything, however, so these are yours for

These three common NGC state quarters were the plate coins in Sample Slabs. Does this add to their modest 
catalog values of $7, $10, and $8? Let’s find out.

Obverse Marianne (the French Uncle Sam), reverse flags and weapons 
with “aux defenseurs de la patrie.” (the defenders of the homeland). 
Yellow label: "Medals, the other numismatic / collectible!" / from the 
world famous / Mad Marty Collection / www.holylands.com.” 
Reverse label: "Sample - Not for resale / ANACS has not verified the 
/ Authenticity or Attribution of this item." 

Mad Marty sold 18 assorted American, French, German, and British 
medal samples on eBay in April 2015, all unique. Based on the dates 
and wording, I would guess that this is a military medal given to 
veterans of the Franco-Prussian War.
